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Ford’s message 


The news that President Ford seeks to cut U.S. military 
and economic aid to Israel is good news indeed, and the people 
who should welcome it most are the Israelis themselves. The 
“cut” in aid that President Ford proposes will bring down the 
figure of American assistance to Israel for the next fiscal year 
to $1.5 billion, a still substantial sum. But this represents $800 
million less than what Israel has requested, and $300 million 
less than the U.S. State Department recommends. It is, all in 
all. a welcomed change from the usual routine where Israel 
asks the American leadership to dance and the American lead¬ 
ership to dance and the American leadership breaks into a 
tango, smiling, nodding and handing out the cash. 


The Ford proposal is especially welcomed at this time for 
two reasons. First, it is another of those small signals that the 
Ford a dmin istration has not been afraid to send along to Israel 
every now' and then, in between shipments of the latest jet fig¬ 
hters, to be sure, but signals nevertheless that alert Israel to 
America's finite willingness to prop up Israel forever. Israel 
has shown that it needs propping up, militarily, financially, dip¬ 
lomatically and even in terms of human numbers. This ties into 
the second reason we welcome the Ford move, which is that it 
comes at a time when Israel can see its artificial walls of state 
crumbling right beneath its feet. The continuing Palestinian 
resistance and demonstrations throughout the occupied areas 
and the ever worsening economic situation in Israel are only 
the most visible signs of Israel’s basic and structural weaknes¬ 
ses. On top of this comes the news this week that more than 
half the Soviet Jews who emigrate are going somewhere other 
than to Israel. This is devastating news to Israel, because it is 
proof - - proof which Israel cannot hide - - that shatters the 
Zionist myth of how all Jews wish to go live in Israel. 


The internal disarray in Israel will intensify, because it is 
inevitable as a function of illegitimacy and artificiality, and 
these, if anything, are the hallmarks of Israel. It has been the 
lesson of Israel’s history that these things can be covered up 
for periods of time, but not forever. This week, for example, 
the Israelis will block out the real world of their discomforts 
and difficulties by going to see the latest film about the Entebbe 
rescue raid. This is the manner in which Zionism puts blinders 
on its eyes to see only the things of this world that it wishes 
to see. It is not enough that Zionism wishes to deceive the 
world, but it also deceives itself. While this kind of thing can 
be maintained for a few years - - for a few decades perhaps - - 
it cannot go on forever. 


The latest signal from the Ford administration should 
make the Israelis look closely at what they are as a nation¬ 
state. and what they require from others to live as they do. 
They will find that, in their requests for American aid, they 
have consistently gone overboard. But this has been covered 
up in large part through the process of political blackmail and 
intellectual coercion in which the American Zionist lobby ex¬ 
cells. Now things have reached the stage in the United States - - 
to take one good example only - - where the billions of dollars 
Israel seeks are also sought by the mayor of New York City 
to guarantee municipal bond issues vital for the economic sol¬ 
vency and social health of the eight milli on people of New York 
City. The mayor of New York City, incidentally, is Jewish, and 
this, more than anything else, brings to the fore the “special” 
status of Jews throughout the world. Israel considers them to 
be citizens of Israel, because of their religion. But when there 
is a clear clash between the competing demands of Israel and 
New York City, this must put the mayor of New York in a 
very difficult position. This is just another of the many dilem¬ 
mas of Zionism, though it is also one way in which Zionism 
has propped itself up for so long in the persona of the state 
of Israel. What does this ail mean ? 


It means, first and foremost, that there are contradictions 
and unresolved dilemmas in the fabric of Zionism and Israel 
that will not simply go away with time. They will, to the con¬ 
trary, come to the foreground the longer that Israel perpetuates 
the seemingly insatiable clamp of Zionism on Palestinian na¬ 
tional rights. The action that President Ford is taking is a 
small part of the counter-reaction to this stream of Zionist 
negativism. It is part of the unmasking of the many Zionist 
camouflages. 


The. Israelis will complain, and they will probably do so 
in public, seeing as this is one of the ways in which they main¬ 
tain their grip on unsuspecting American politicians. It is not 
out of the question now that the machinery of Zionist character 
assassination will zero in on President Ford, to turn a lame 
duck president into a dead duck political figure morally assas¬ 
sinated by the bullets of ingratitude and selfishness and blind 
self-conceit that are so easily and naturally fired by the forces 
of Zionist misinformation. If this happens, it shall be nothing 
more than a variation on the same old Zionist drive to cover 
up the realities of the world instead of coming to terms with 
them. 


Some people in Israel watch the Entebbe films, other 
people get money out of the Americans. Both are processes of 
the same kind, and both in the end will hurt the Israelis by 
making them more artificial, more unreal and more alone. 


President Ford is trying to tell them this in his own way. i 
They should listen.

The paper continues “The 
communique as a whole portrays 
Arab determination to contribute 
positively to the process of world 
civilisation, despite the depletion 
of the Arab nation’s energies by 
the colonial onslaught." 

A1 Dustour says the Amman co¬ 
mmunique represents a far-reach¬ 
ing endeavour to confront Zion¬ 
ism, to eradicate the residues and 
negative aspects of the colonial 
onslaught, which plagued the Arab 
region. 

“A nation which resorts to its 
own culture, which sustains ft and 
provides it with vitalising eleme¬ 
nts, will be too strong for any 
foreign aggressor to vanquish, and 
will itself be able to erode the for¬ 
eigner's strength and wash away 
his traces and vestiges,” the paper 
states. 

AJ Sha’b thinks the Amman co¬ 
mmunique was a unique event 
characterised by a scientific, and 
pragmatic spirit, which led to its 
success. The conference recomm¬ 
endations underline the necessity 
to disseminate Arab culture, mak¬ 
ing it the right of every citizen to 
acquire it and to link it with the 
historic heritage and values of 
civilisation of our nation, it says. 

AJ Sha’b says the Arab Educat¬ 
ional, Cultural and Scientific Org¬ 
anisation and the follow-up com¬ 
mittee to the conference have a 
great responsibility to implement 
the conference’s resolutions and 
recommendations. 

The paper also calls for the 
Arab ministers of culture to con¬ 
tinue meeting together -- as an 
ex officio executive group -- and 
to see that their decisions and 
recommendations are carried out 
to the letter.

jVfr. Najeeb Halaby, who served as assistant secretary of defence under the Eisenhow¬ 
er administration and as chairman of the Civil Aviation Board under President John 
Kennedy, then as Chairman of Pan American airlines was in Jordan recently in con¬ 
nection with the delivery of the Boeing 747 Jumbo to Alia, the Royal Jordanian airlin¬ 
es. He was interviewed by Jordan Times reporter Lina Gress. 

As his nam e indicates Mr. Halaby is an Arab American of Syrian descent. 

He is a graduate of Stanford and the Yale law school. 




There is much greater understa- 
ojjing now in the United States of 
tbe Arab Israeli conflict and the 
plight of the Palestinian people 
than ever before,” Mr. Najeeb 
Halaby said on an optimistic note. 

Mr. Halaby, who has had the 
problem thrust on him as an Arab 
American in high office along 
rith its due share of harassme¬ 
nt, has at the same time embra¬ 
ced the cause and lent it the force 
of his personal conviction. 

Everyone is tired of war and 
the cost of war, he said. The Am¬ 
erican people are complaining of 
having tc send so many expensive 
arms abroad. This was one of Pre¬ 
sident-elect Jimmy Carter's main 
campaign slogans, he added. 

The new element in the situat¬ 
ion, Mr. Halaby said, is that for 
tht first time everyone agrei-s 
that the Palestinians should have 
a home of their own. The bone 


of contention now is what sort of 
Arab delegation there should be 
in the Geneva Middle East Peace 
Conference in 1977. whether the 
Palestinians should attend, and if 
so in what capacity. 

As an indication of this swing¬ 
ing tide, Mr. Halaby noted that for 
the first time in the USA, the CBS 
television network carried a 60- 
minute show, filmed in Damascus, 
which portrayed Arabs as peace¬ 
ful and thoughtful people tolerant 
of Jews who were shown praying 
in their synagogues in the Arab 
capital. This was a welcome cha¬ 
nge, he explained, from the usual 
caricature of Arabs as guerrillas 
decked out with Kalashnikovs and 
hand grenades. 

In addition, many Americans 
and even Israelis now recognise, 
he said that peace and not territ¬ 
orial expansion serves Israel's ne¬ 
eds best. Many Americans feel 


that Israel can get a better deal 
now than it would if it chose to 
hang on to occupied territories 
and wait. 

Many Americans also feel that 
as part of U.S.-Soviet detente th¬ 
ere should be less competition in 
the Middle East. The Americans 
and Russians are agreed that there 
should be a homeland for the Pal¬ 
estinians as well as the Jews. 

However. Mr. Halaby pointed 
out that what is working in favour 
of the Arabs now is the growing 
American dependence on Arab oil 
and not so much the influence of 
the Arab American community. 

"It is difficult for the Arabs to 
transform themselves into a uni¬ 
fied and influential group in the 
United States in the way Jewish 
Americans are organised,” he said. 

He explained that the American 
political system functions through 
interest and pressure groups. In 


iht- case of ethnic communities, 
these groups are organised along 
the lines of religion, national ori¬ 
gin and race. 

The Jewish. Mexican. Italian 
and Irish minorities are best or¬ 
ganised. particularly the first two. 
he said. 

United by religious belief and 
a unified cause. Jewish Americ¬ 
ans are spurred on by the instinct 
for survival and chronic fear of 
prosecution. Deeply conscious of 
their ethnic identity, they are vo¬ 
ciferous in the defence of their 
cause. 

Jewish Americans are in gene¬ 
ral very well educated and artic¬ 
ulate. their per capita income is 
higher than most and they cons¬ 
titute an influential minority. Ma¬ 
ny have dual nationality - - Ame¬ 
rican and Israeli - - and receive 
backing from Israel. There is a 
two-way relationship. 

There are more than 6 million 
Jewish Americans settled in the 
major cities and nerve centres of 
the country, Mr. Halaby stressed. 

By contrast, he added, Ameri¬ 
can of Arab origin number only 
500.000; most of them second or 
third generation. 

Instead of being unified they 
are diverse and divided according 
to sects : Moslems and Christians 
(protestants. Catholics or Greek 


Orthodox), and they come from 
different Arab countries instead 
of one. 

Being poorer than the Jews, 
they are more concerned about 
the security of their businesses 
and their jobs and hence do not 
want to become exposed to econ¬ 
omic risks. However they are 
more independent individuals than 
the Jews and more open to adve¬ 
nture. although quietly and keep¬ 
ing a low profile. 

In contrast with Jewish Ameri¬ 
cans, Arab American men are in 
genera] merchants by profession, 
and only a few are in law, educa¬ 
tion or politics. The women are 
far more passive and less articu¬ 
late chan their Jewish Italian or 
Mexican counterparts. Mr. Halaby 
emphasised. 

Furthermore, Arab Americans 
are more American than the Am¬ 
ericans. they do not retain their 
original nationality and often cha¬ 
nge their names - - one major dra¬ 
wback is that Arab Americans are 
not helped by their governments. 

Arabs in the United States do 
not publicly espouse their national 
causes, they prefer to lie low for 
fear of being shocked or embarr¬ 
assed by an outrage, or violence 
against innocent people by some 
radical Arab group, since this mi¬ 


ght undo all their efforts and cau¬ 
se them to lose face. Most Amer¬ 
icans cannot understand how fru¬ 
strated some Arab nationalists can 
become and why they resort to 
violence against innocent people. 

Hence, a lot of Arab Americans 
chink they can be more effective 
working quietly to secure justice 
for their cause. 

As a result, Mr. Halaby said, 
there have been a number of att¬ 
empts to organise Arab Americans 
into lobbying groups; but the task 
is not so easy since they are com¬ 
posed of local Syrian. Lebanese 
and other Arab social groups and 
none of them has any substantial 
influence. 

However, due to the pressure 
exerted by the Arab American 
Association, there now are senat¬ 
ors of Arab origin like Senator Ja¬ 
mes Abu-Rizk, six congressmen of 
Arab origin, and one under-secre¬ 
tary of state of Lebanese origin, 
Mr. Philip Haiabyi 

The Arabs could be more effec¬ 
tive if they would exert more pre¬ 
ssure and work more in unison, 
Mr. Halaby stated. 

He said that Jordan has much 
to contribute to the spirit and dri¬ 
ve of the new peace initative for 
a comprehensive solution. He said 
that during the last three decades,

been a moderate, progressive and 
intelligent diplomat who is very 
much respected by the American 
people. 

Speaking of his experiences as 
an under-secretary of defence, the 
first American of Arab descent to 
occupy such a position, Mr. Hala¬ 
by said that American Jews and 
other Americans thought he was 
biased but he was strongly supp¬ 
orted at the time by President Ke¬ 
nnedy who oppointed him. by ex- 
President Truman and by his own 
boss. 

When he was chairman of Pan 
American, the Jewish Defence Le¬ 
ague occupied his outer office ma¬ 
inly because his name was “Naj¬ 
eeb Halaby” but partly to protest- 
againsc Pan American as well. 

Mr. Halaby does not consider 
himself a lobbyist but works qui¬ 
etly and with conviction for the 
Arab cause. 

He is a close friend of Presid¬ 
ent-elect Jimmy Carter and was 
a campaign advisor to Mr. Carter 
on transportation, foreign and de¬ 
fence policies However, Mr. Ha¬ 
laby who advised Mr. Carter on 
selecting members of his admini¬ 
stration, did not himself want a 
job in the Carter administration, 
as he was not eagre to get embro¬ 
iled in government bureaucracy 
again. 

ARAB AIR SERVICES 

Mr. Halaby, who is presently 
in business, works closely with 
Alia, the Royal Jordanian Airlin¬ 
es. 

In 1975, he helped Alia set up 
the Arab Air Services Corporat¬ 
ion to provide technical services 
to Jordan and the Arab World in 
the field of aviatiun. 

The Arab Air Services Corpor¬ 
ation has so far been involved in 
three projects in Jordan : 

First, it has built a “flight sim¬ 
ulator” for training airline captains 
under simulated flight conditions, 
i.e., make-believe cockpit. This is 
a substitute forjsending personnel 
for training abroad, it will also 
bring airline pilots from the Arab 
World to receive training in Jord¬ 
an.

DEAR MR. GOREN 


0.—Recently, I picked up 
the following hand: 4QJ7 
<?KQ54 0QJ6 <fQJ4. Would 
you open the bidding with 
one club or one heart?— 
J.T. Evans, Cleveland, Ohio. 


A.—Neither—I would pass! 
Yes, I know that the hand counts 
to 14 points in high cards and 
that even my books state that 
this is a compulsory opening bid. 
However. I have always stressed 
that the point count should serve 
as a guide, not as a master. 

There is a significant weak¬ 
ness in the point count. Queens 
and jacks are overvalued and 
aces and kings are slightly 
undervalued. On most hands this 
balances out. Here, however, 
you have a plethora of "quacks"- 
as queens and jacks are called 
in the trade—intermingled with 
only one prime honor. As a re¬ 
sult. the point count hopelessly 
inflates the value of your hold¬ 
ing. 

There is another reason for 
passing which is perfectly con¬ 
sistent with my bidding 
methods. I have always recom¬ 
mended that you consider the 
flaws in a hand before you open 
the bidding. One flaw here is an 
aceless hand; another is a per¬ 
fectly balanced 4-3-3-3 distribu¬ 
tion. Since I suggest deducting 1 
point for each flaw, your hand, in 
fact, evaluates to only 12 points. 
With only one defensive trick, 
that is nowhere near an opening 
bid.

I suggest that you either 
bid an immediate four spades, or 
■ first bid one spade, followed by a 
jump -to four spades. You need 


very little to make a slam-ace 
of diamonds and the king of clubs 
in partner’s hand might be suf¬ 
ficient—but there is almost no 
way to elicit partner's coopera¬ 
tion for he won't realize that a 
singleton spade in an enormous 
asset, while something like 
&A-K-Q is totally useless. In a 
guessing situation like this, take 
your profit and apologize if you 
are wrong.

A.—There is no guarantee that 
you can make this contract. 
What you have to strive for is 
the best line. If you play the ace 
of spades to the first trick, yon 
are committing yourself before 
you know which card you wish 
to discard from your hand. 

To maximize your chances, 
follow with a low spade from 
dummy to the first trick and niff 
in your hand. Now draw trumps, 
and cash the ace and king of dia¬ 
monds. If the queen drops, you 
are home. You discard a club 
on the ace of spades and your 
hand is high. 

If the queen of diamonds does 
not drop, discard the jack of 
diamonds on the ace of spades. 
Now you have to hope that 
clubs are 3-3, so that your fourth 
club becomes the slam-fulfilling 
trick when your opponents 
follow to three rounds of the 
suit.

— Kuwait has told its customers the 
price of its crude oil will rise to $12.37 a barrel from Jan. 1 in line 
with last week’s OPEC decision to raise prices initially by 10 per 
cent. Oil Ministry Under-Secretary Mahmoud A1 Adasani was quot¬ 
ed as saying today. The newspaper A1 Anbaa quoted him as saying 
the country’s oil revenues were expected to rise by $1,056 million 
in 1977 as a result of the rise, assuming a daily average production 
of two million barrels. The price increase would also apply to 
Kuwait's share of the output of the Japanese-run Arabian Oil Com¬ 
pany operating in the partitioned zone between Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait.

% STUTTGART, West Germany, Dec. 23 (AFP). — Bosch, the 
West German firm, is to sell its 90 per cent Italian subsidiary, 
Pbilco (electrical household appliances), to the Ritaco company of 
Iran, it was learned officially here today. Philco, with its headquart¬ 
ers at Ponte San Pietro, near Bergamo, has lost about $20.8 million 
dollars since 1972 which the parent company has had to make good. 
Philco’s shares will be transferred to the Iranian group on Feb. 1, 
1977. 


• NEW DELHI, Dec. 24 (AFP). — Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
broadened her attack today on the pro-Moscow -Communist Party 
of India (PCI), which has Jong supported her ruling Congress Party. 
In a speech to nearly 50,000 persons gathered at her residence here 
to express support, Mrs. Gandhi said the Congress Party was ready 
to attack the PCI if it was necessary. “We are prepared to give 
them a reply as we do in the case of all attacks,” she said, referring 
to recent Communist charges that reactionaries were taking over 
the Congress Party. The speech appeared to spell the end of the 
loose alliance between the Congress and the Communists. 


TEL AVIV, Dec 24 (R). — An 
Israeli nuclear scientist has pro¬ 
tested against plans to buy an 
American-made nuclear power 
station, saying it would be ch¬ 
eaper and afford Israel greater 
independence to plan and build 
one locally. 

Professor Afoshe Rosen, Re¬ 
ctor of Ben Gurion University, 
told the annual conference of 
the Israel Nuclear Society yes¬ 
terday tht the reactor would 
cost about $1 billion. 

He said that although the 
financing terms would-be con¬ 
venient , they migtt detract 
from other U.S. economic aid, 
including loans and grants for 
arms.
